Amid violence, a vote 


Lower turnout 
expected in Afghan 
presidential contest

KABUL ‘Taliban threats scared voters and 
dampened turnout in the militant south 
Thursday as Afghans voted for president 
for the second time ever. Insurgents killed 
26 Afghans in scattered attacks, but officials 
said militants failed to disrupt the vote. 

After 10 hours of voting, including a last- 
minute, one-hour extension, election work- 
ers began to count millions of ballots. Initial 
results weren't expected for several days. 

Atop election official told The Associated 
Press he thinks 40 percent to 50 percent of 
the country’s 15 million registered voters 
cast ballots—a turnout that would be far 
lower than the 70 percent who cast ballots 
for president in 2004. 

Low turnout in the south would harm 
President Hamid Karzai’s re-election chanc- 
es and boost the standing of his top chal- 


Afghan President Hamid Karzai, who has 
held power since the Taliban was ousted in 
late 2001 by a U.S.-led invasion, is favored 
to finish first among 36 official candidates, 
although a late surge by challenger 
Abdullah Abdullah could force a runoff if 
no one wins more than 50 percent. 


lenger, former Foreign Minister Abdullah 
Abdullah. Turnout in the north appeared to 
be stronger, a good sign for Abdullah. 

International officials have predicted an 
imperfect election—Afghanistan’s second- 
ever direct presidential vote—but expressed 
hope that Afghans would accept it as 
legitimate, a key component of President 
Obama’s war strategy. Taliban militants, 
though, pledged to disrupt the vote and cir- 
culated threats that those who cast ballots 
would be punished. 

A voting official in Kandahar, the south’s 
largest city and the Taliban’s spiritual birth- 
place, said voting appeared to be 40 percent 
lower than 2004. The official asked not to 


be identified because he wasn’t authorized 
to release turnout figures. Associated Press 
journalists reported low turnouts in Kabul 
compared with longer lines seen in the 2004 
vote. 

Security companies in the capital reported 
at least five bomb attacks, and Kabul police 
exchanged fire for more than an hour with 
a group of armed men; two suicide bombers 
died in the clash, police said. Taliban spokes- 
man Zabiullah Mujahid claimed that five 
gunmen were fighting with police. 

Karzai, dressed in his traditional purple- 
and-green-striped robe, voted at a Kabul 
high school. Presidential aides released a 
rare photo of Karzai’s wife casting her vote. 

The president said militants carried out 
73 attacks in 15 provinces—a 50 percent 
increase in attacks compared with recent 
days, according to NATO figures. Karzai’s 
ministers of defense and interior said attacks 
killed eight Afghan soldiers, nine police 
and nine civilians. A U.S. service member 
was killed in a mortar attack in the east 
Thursday, bringing to at least 33 the number 
of US. troops killed this month.

Somewhere, Diane Sawyer is shaking her head. 

The interview icon has got to be at least tempted to text one of her 
former subjects. 

Whitney Houston will be the first guest when “Oprah” resumes 
Sept. 14., The Associated Press reported Thursday. 

“Whatever you do, Whitney,” Sawyer would type in an imagined 
exchange. “Do not say ‘crack is wack.’” 

Sawyer, of course, will not contact the soul diva, though she really 
owes her an assist. After all, Sawyer conducted the infamous 2002 
interview that exposed Houston to raging ridicule. 

Throughout footage still available on YouTube, Houston awkwardly 
dodged questions, laughed off viable-sounding rumors, and at one 
point, allowed then-husband (and forever fool) Bobby Brown to invade 
the interview. Yeah. That’s the ticket. Have Mr. “Humpin’ Around” 
clear your name. 

The resulting segment was so tragic that a subsequent “MADtv” 
mockery didn’t stray far from the actual transcript. 

It would be soul-crushing for Houston to undergo more interview 
embarrassment and might even dampen excitement for her upcoming 
album, “I Look to You.” As a fan of her work, I’m kind of scared for her 
to step on set.

Jesse Jackson might envy Houston's snazzy slogan, “crack 
is wack,” but the statement itself did not come across too convincingly. 
In fact, that phrase, plus Houston’s outrage that she was rumored to 
partake of sucha “cheap” drug served as ripe fodder for that aforemen- 
tioned “MADtv” classic. 


QUESTION-DODGING: A pparently, before her Sawyer interview, Houston 
studied the way first graders avoid uncomfortable inquiries. Several 
times, she simply repeated Sawyer’s questions or tried to turn them 
back on the journalist. “I know you are, but what am I,” does not work 
unless you're talking to Larry King. 


A WHITNEY/BOBBY REUNION: This would be a very Maury move, but 
there is a remote chance Brown could appear on “Oprah.” Not only did 
Brown help derail Houston’s image, he is in the running for Deadbeat 
Dad of the Millennium. Houston’s staff should sweep the green room 
for any signs of the self-appointed King of R&B before she enters the 
building. All they'd have to do is follow the trail of arrest warrants.

FED PROSECUTORS INDICT POWERFUL 
MEXICAN DRUG CARTEL LEADERS

The twin brothers allegedly were living the 
drug trafficker’s dream, operating a lucrative 
distribution network in Chicago for not one 
but two Mexican cartels, seemingly well-posi- 
tioned where tons of cocaine and heroin from 
south of the border are turned into stacks of 
cash on the city streets. 

But it wouldn't last. 

When the cartels began a blood feud in 
Mexico last year, both warring factions told dis- 
tributors including Pedro and Margarito Flores 
that they had better be loyal—or else. 

The brothers, 28, instead began dealing with 
investigators, according to sources and court 
records, their cooperation becoming a center- 
piece in what federal officials called the most sig- 
nificant drug case of its kind in Chicago history. 

In a clear sign that the deadly reach of 
Mexican drug traffickers extends deep into 
America’s heartland, federal prosecutors in 
Washington and Chicago announced indict- 
ments against more than three dozen people, 
including a trio of international kingpins who 
had put the Flores brothers between a rock 
and a hard place. Among them was Joaquin “el 
Chapo” Guzman-Loera, a billionaire with a $5 
million price on his head who has threatened 
violence inside the US. 

The brothers were a cog in an international 
network both high-tech and simple, authorities 
said. Mexican cartel leaders armed with satel- 
lite phones used 747s and even a submarine to 
bring cocaine from South America to Mexico. 
Once the drugs got to Illinois, the two distribu- 
tors here allegedly set up stash facilities all over 


Chicago and the suburbs while transporting 
their narcotics around the US. in vehicles with 
hidden compartments. 

“With hundreds of millions of dollars going 
in the other direction,” US. Atty. Patrick 
Fitzgerald said as the indictments were 
announced. 

The indictments come as U.S. authorities 
reinforce warnings that drug-related violence 
in Mexico, which has already claimed about 
4,400 lives this year, threatens to spill over 
onto American soil as drug cartels fight over 
lucrative distribution routes and markets. The 
Obama administration has sent several Cabinet 
members to Mexico and pledged nearly $500 
million to provide technology and training to 
Mexican law enforcement. 

“These cartels are not abstract organizations 
operating in far-off places. They are multi-bil- 
lion dollar networks funneling drugs onto our 
streets,” U.S. Atty. Gen. Eric Holder said at a 
news conference in Washington. “The audac- 
ity of the cartels’ operations is matched only by 
their sophistication and their reach.” 

In all, 43 people were charged in a string of 
indictments in Chicago and New York, includ- 
ing 16 people in the Flores organization that ran 
drugs here for the cartels beginning in 2005. 
The government is seeking forfeiture of more 
than $5 billion in cash and property. 

Other cartel leaders charged were Ismael 
“el Mayo” Zambada-Garcia, who is Guzman- 
Loera’s partner in the Sinaloa cartel, as well as 
Arturo Beltran-Leyva, who allegedly is running 
the group that split from the original alliance 
known as “the Federation.”

The indictments in Chicago and New York 
allege that between 1990 and 2008, the cartels 
in the case distributed nearly 200 metric tons of 
cocaine and heroin. And Chicago has remained 
a key location for the organizations, prosecu- 
tors said, alleging in the indictments that the 
Flores group repackaged cocaine for wholesale 
customers from Philadelphia to Vancouver 

At a news briefing in Chicago, prosecutors 
declined to comment on any help the Flores 
brothers may have given investigators. Court 
documents in related cases suggest the brothers 
are being protected, but prosecutors declined 
to provide a date they went into custody. 

Stephen Meiners, tactical analyst for Latin 
America at STRATFOR, a Texas-based global 
intelligence company, said there is a risk that 


the arrest of the Flores brothers might lead 
to a violent battle for control of the Chicago 
distribution network. Chicago police say they 
have noticed no uptick in drug-related violence 
connected with the arrests. 

Meiners said Chicago is a natural hub for 
Mexican traffickers because of its central geog- 
raphy and necessary infrastructure, such as the 
warehouses and highways that the Flores twins 
allegedly utilized for distribution. Traffickers 
like working in areas with high Mexican popula- 
tions because they then have the ability to exert 
control over their foot soldiers in the US. by 
threatening relatives back in Mexico, he said. 

“T think it’s almost inevitable that we’re going 
to see escalation on both sides of the border,” 
Meiners said.

CTA delays 
buying 140 
hybrid buses 


The CTA is delaying the purchase of 
140 new hybrid buses because fund- 
ing has not been secured to complete 
the $122.7 million deal, officials said 
Thursday. 

The CTA board last November 
approved a plan to buy the New 
Flyer diesel-electric buses. But 
the approval was contingent on 
more funding being made available, 
said CTA spokeswoman Noelle 
Gaffney. 

The transit agency subsequently 
failed to identify funding for the pur- 
chase, and officials recently informed 
the manufacturer that the purchase 
was being indefinitely postponed, 
Gaffney said. 

The setback means that the CTA 
will likely have to spend more money 
to maintain old buses that would have 
been retired when the 140 new buses 
arrived. 

Under a separate contract aimed 
at modernizing the transit agency’s 
aging bus fleet, the CTA has received 


buses purchased with federal stimu- 
lus funds. The rest of the buses are

TUEBINGEN, Germany Ever feel that no 

matter how hard you try, you're walking in 
circles? A preliminary study by European scien- 
tists says that you are. 

According to the study carried out using 
global positioning software, the myth that peo- 
ple who try to walk a straight line find them- 
selves going in circles is actually true. 

The study was carried out by researchers 
at the Max Planck Institute for Biological 
Cybernetics and published in Thursday’s edi- 
tion of Current Biology. 

“What we found is that people really do walk 
in circles,” the lead researcher, Jan Souman, told 
The Associated Press this week. 

He said that studies of nine people walking 
in the desert and in a forest found that all of 
them tended to go in circles and/or veer froma 
straight line if there was nothing to guide their 
way.

Facing the prospect of spending at least 3*/. 
years behind bars, one-time Super Bowl star 
Plaxico Burress on Thursday accepted a plea 
bargain with a two-year prison sentence for 
accidentally shooting himself in the thigh at a 
Manhattan nightclub in November. 

The former New York Giants wide receiv- 
er pleaded guilty to one count of attempted 
criminal possession of a weapon, a lesser 
charge than he had faced. He will be sentenced 
Sept. 22, and lawyer Benjamin Brafman said he 
expects Burress to begin serving his sentence 
immediately after. 

Hours after Burress’ court appearance, 
the NFL announced Commissioner Roger 
Goodell had suspended the receiver and said 
he is ineligible to sign with any team until he 
completes his jail term. 

Bears defensive tackle Tommie Harris, 
the son of a Pentecostal minister, expressed 
empathy for Burress and said he believes the 
harsh penalty will make players “think twice” 
about the results of their actions. But Harris 
also suggested Burress, as well as any NFL 
player or visitor to New York City, should have 
known how tough violations of strict gun laws 
in that jurisdiction have become.

Patrick Kane pleads not guilty 


After reiterating his innocence follow- 
ing a brief court appearance Thursday in 
Buffalo, Blackhawks star Patrick Kane 
became emotional as he made the short 
walk back to his lawyer’s office.

and Donna Kane, and attorney Paul

The sale of the Cubs to the Ricketts family is 
“tmminent,” sources said Thursday. 

More than a month after Tribune Co. agreed 
to broad financial terms of a deal to sell the 
Chicago Cubs to the Rickettses, the two sides 
are close to completing all the legal documents 
associated with the large and complicated 
transaction. 

Sources close to the matter described the 
execution of a definitive agreement as “immi- 
nent,” saying the expected signing could come 
within days. 

The completion of a definitive agreement 
would mean Tribune Co. would not be able 
to solicit any other bids for the team, sources 
said. 

Tribune Co., unhappy with the pace of final 
negotiations with the Rickettses after selecting 


the family in January as the winning bidder of 
a protracted auction, opened discussions with 
another potential buyer several weeks ago. The 
prospective buyer wasn’t new to the process. It 
was a group led by New York investor and for- 
mer Chicagoan Marc Utay, which was one of 
three finalists in the auction for the team. 

Tribune Co. spokesman Gary Weitman 
declined to comment. Dennis Culloton, a 
spokesman for Tom Ricketts, who has led his 
family’s bid for the Cubs, did not immediately 
return a call for comment. Tom Ricketts, a 
Chicago banker, is the son of Joe Ricketts, who 
helped create the Omaha-based online broker- 
age TD Ameritrade Holding Corp. 

The Rickettses have agreed to pay about 
$900 million for the team, Wrigley Field and 
a 25 percent stake in Comcast SportsNet 
Chicago, which broadcasts many Cubs games.

BERLIN Usain Bolt startled the world again. 

The Jamaican sprinting great, who turns 
23 on Friday, captured the 200-meter gold 
medal in 19.19 seconds Thursday, yet 
another world record. 

His time in the 200 slashed 0.11 seconds 
off the mark he set last year at the Beijing 
Olympics and came four days after he 
broke his 100 record by the same margin. 

“T am on my way to being a legend,” said 
Bolt, who gritted his teeth and pointed to 
the clock as soon as his time flashed. 

No one among the near capacity crowd 
at the 70,000-seat Olympic Stadium dis- 
agreed. 

“Tf Queen Elizabeth knighthooded me 
and I would get the title Sir Usain Bolt, 


that would be very nice,” Bolt said. 

Bolt is now 5 for 5 in major sprint events. 
He won the gold in the 100, 200 and sprint 
relay in Beijing’s Bird Nest, each time with 
a world record. Now he is one race away 
from doing likewise in Berlin. 

“T was running my heart out,” Bolt said. 
“I got my start right and that was the 
key.” 

Alonso Edward of Panama was second, a 
distant 0.62 seconds behind Bolt. Wallace 
Spearmon of the U.S. took bronze. 

“Just coming out there, I’m just waiting 
for the lights to flash ‘game over,’ cause I 
felt like I was in a video game,” said Shawn 
Crawford, who finished fourth. “That guy 


was moving— fast.”

A decade in the making, Quentin Tarantino’s “Inglourious 


Basterds” should answer questions for moviegoers that have 


hounded the filmmaker in recent years. 


Does Tarantino still have the revolutionary directorial voice 
he displayed in his debut, “Reservoir Dogs”? Were the depth 
and maturity he had shown in his restrained “Jackie Brown” just 


a one-shot deal, overridden by his passion for trash cinema? 


In the controversial “Basterds,” opening Friday, 
Tarantino unleashes the ultimate Hollywood 
rewrite job by changing the ending of WW II. 

Featuring an ensemble cast led by Brad Pitt, 
the film follows the Tarantino tradition of tak- 
ing a well-defined movie genre—in this case, the 
“Dirty Dozen’”-style men-on-a-mission adven- 
ture—and turning the Hollywood conventions 
inside-out with often wickedly funny results. 

“It’s not just what you're normally used to 
seeing,” Tarantino said. “The humor in the 
movie. It’s the same humor that’s been in all 
my movies. I stop short of calling any of my 
movies so far comedies, because there’s stuff in 
them that’s not funny. But I'll put my movies on 
a laugh-for-laugh basis with any comedy playing 
in theaters right now.” 

Not everyone has agreed with Tarantino over 
the years. The critical grumblings around him 
began with the two-part “Kill Bill,” in which 
he seemed to compress every chopsocky flick 
and revenge B-picture he had ever seen into

one gigantic sprawl. The complaints got louder 
with “Death Proof,” Tarantino’s contribution to 
a double feature titled “Grindhouse” in which 
he and director Robert Rodriguez paid homage 
to tawdry 1970s exploitation movies. 

But neither the public nor critics shared 
the filmmakers’ enthusiasm. “Grindhouse” 
bombed in April 2007, a lackluster follow-up 
to the profitable but coolly received “Kill Bill 
Vol. 2.” Suspicions arose that Tarantino had 
gotten lost in the junk-movie obsessions of his 
youth and was no longer relevant to the ordi- 
nary filmgoer. 

The skepticism continues. Even though 
“Basterds” received an 11-minute standing ovation 
at the Cannes Film Festival and earned Christoph 
Waltz the Best Actor prize for his portrayal of 
Nazi Col. Hans Landa, a self-proclaimed “Jew 
hunter,” critical reaction to the film was mixed, 
the most extreme complainers branding it “an 
armor-plated turkey” and “a misfire.” 

Tarantino, who was presented with Cinema/ 


Chicago’s career achievement award, recently 
talked about his decision to rewrite world histo- 
ry and the critical reaction to his recent films. 


One of the most surprising things about 
“Basterds” is that it is a war movie with not 
much action. And when the action arrives, it is 
in shocking little bursts. 

That was actually intentional. I wasn’t inter- 
ested in dealing with American soldiers and 
German soldiers on battlefields fighting each 
other. I was more interested in the human 
dramas that can happen. 


You also stretch out certain scenes that are 
nothing but dialogue to their breaking point. 

I like the idea of taking something that would 
be a quick thing in a normal movie but slowing 
it down and really playing it out. Something 

I never ended up writing but I hoped would 
come up was a scene where a character was 
stuck on a minefield and playing that out in

real time, see what that must feel like. My 
equivalent of that in “Basterds” is the tavern 
scene, where I just really play the scene out 
and let the suspense do its job. It’s building 
and building, and the rubber band of suspense 
is stretching and stretching until it breaks. 
And when it breaks, you get one of those 
quick bursts of violence. 


And the violence always turns out to be a lot 
worse than you expected. 

(Laughs.) Oh, yeah. Exactly. You get these 
huge, long buildups to these quick bursts, but 
they’re “cataclysmic.” 


Did you know from the outset the movie was 
going to be a piece of revisionist history, or did 
you originally intend to stay true to the facts of 
the war? 

I had no idea I was going to change the course 
of history until I came to that point in the 
movie. I started thinking “My characters don’t

‘know’ they’re not a part of history. My char- 

acters don’t ‘know’ there are things they can’t 
do.” I’ve never had that kind of guiding prin- 
ciple on any of my characters, ever. And now 

was not the time to start. 


What do you think when you read critics who 
say that you’re squandering your potential by 
making self-referential B movies like “Kill Bill” 
and “Death Proof”? 

Well, “particularly” when it comes to “Kill 
Bill,” I think they’re full of it. ’m as proud 

of that as anything I’ve ever done. That’s one 
of my “tombstone movies.” I think they just 
don’t “got” it. 


What about “Death Proof” and the whole 
“Grindhouse” experiment? 

I get what they’re saying. I really like “Death 
Proof” a lot, but it’s not in the same league 
as “Kill Bill.” It was an in-between movie. In 
between two mountains, it was a hill.

Do you think Brad Pitt sounds loony in the trailers for “Inglourious Basterds” 
because he’s playing good-ol’-boy, Nazi-scalping Aldo Raine? Think again, because 
he’s been spouting nonstop looniness about himself while promoting the movie.

He’s the next Dear Abby 

In a feature for Wired magazine, Pitt played a mock advice 
columnist dispensing advice for “highly evolved humans”: 
Q: Should | ask my World of Warcraft wife if she’s really a 
dude? 

A: Absolutely not. If it’s good, don’t check under the hood. 
I say, love her with everything you've got. | mean, she’s 
your wife, man! 


He’s a domesticated man 

At the Berlin premiere of “Basterds,” Pitt 
revealed his new curfew to the London 
Daily Mail: 

“?ma dad now—my partying ends at 6 p.m.” 


He’s given up some vices, but not others 

In a wide-ranging interview for Parade magazine, Pitt goes 
deep, saying you can’t have true love without the risk of losing 
it. (Swoon. ... Then he talked about 1) giving up pot and 2) doing 
the nasty in the stone grotto behind the waterfall in his pool. 

1) “I liked to smoke a bit of grass [early in my career], and | 
became very sheltered. Then | got bored. | was turning into a 
damn doughnut, really. So | moved as far away from that as | 
could. | was done.” 

2) “[It’s] a great place for sex.” 


He’s a great role model 
At the Hollywood premiere of 
“Basterds,” Pitt jokes that he took 
his character home with him to the 
family: 

“| did! I'd tell those little ‘basterds’ to 
get out there and start scalpin’!” 
And: “I’m just a drunk!” 


He ain’t gonna be mayor of New Orleans any time soon 

In an interview on the “Today” show, he graciously dismisses talk of becoming a candidate: 
“Pm running on the gay marriage, no religion, legalization and taxation of marijuana 
platform. ... | don’t have a chance [of being elected].”

Inglourious Basterds (R) 
Two reviewers take on Tarantino’s new flick. 


Writer-director Quentin Tarantino 

isn’t pretending to be serious, 
or capturing reality. But he doesn’t make 
enough of a statement about the legacy or 
circumstances of WW II to defend turning it 
into one of his traditional revenge fantasies. 
Starring Brad Pitt as the leader of a gang of 
Americans out to kill Nazis, the film actually 
spends very little of its two-and-a-half hours 
with the soldiers. More time is devoted to 
entertaining but inert dialogue and one- 
note characters, with Tarantino grazing 
instead of, as he normally does, zeroing 
in. You could argue “Basterds” makes an 
attempt to present Nazis as both people and 
monsters, and Americans as heroes who 
sometimes become nearly as notorious as 
their enemies. But the attempt is not just a 
failure but smugly devoid of feeling, which 
is inappropriate with this subject matter. 
Tarantino lands on a tone that’s dangerously 
close to triumphant; if that’s a hilariously 
ironic joke or a commentary on history 
rather than just on cinema, obviously | don’t 
get it.

Quentin Tarantino's “Inglourious 

Basterds” may be the most inven- 
tive, outrageous film of the year, a Hebrew 
revenge fantasy in which Jewish commandos 
bring WW II to an abrupt end by targeting the 
German high command. That isn’t the way 
the history books tell it, but after seeing this 
overripe wonder you may prefer Tarantino's 
take. Though it features among its players 
Brad Pitt and several excellent European 
actors, “Inglourious” hasn't any real stars. Or 
rather, the only star that matters is the man 
behind the camera. From the very first frame 
with its crashing spaghetti Western music 
and opening words—“Once upon a time in 
Nazi-occupied France”—this movie is about a 
filmmaker strutting his stuff. ...

The degree to which Zach Gilford is down-to-earth is 
almost absurd. 

The Evanston native, who plays quarterback Matt Saracen 
on “Friday Night Lights” and stars in the romantic comedy 
“Post Grad,” opening Friday, spends his free time leading 
expeditions such as his recent six-week trip guiding kids in 
Costa Rica. The 27-year-old has never tried to use his fame 
to get him anything other than a ride out of a crowded foot- 
ball stadium. He actually reads and, currently, is learning 
Spanish for fun. 

And the L.A. resident says, “Whenever I can find 
an excuse to go home I take it,” including return- 
ing to Evanston last weekend fora surprise birth- 
day party for his mom. 

That’s certainly not the picture of Hollywood 
at its edgiest; nor is “Post Grad,” in which Gilford 
plays Adam, who debates what to do after college 
while hoping that his best friend Ryden (Alexis 
Bledel) finally will reciprocate his feelings for 
her. 

From L.A., Gilford, an Evanston 
Township High School and 
Northwestern University grad, 
talked about playing nice guys, 
his final season of “Friday Night 
Lights” and playing QB for the 
Bears. 


The Bears have Jay Cutler 
now. But if they said, “We’ve 
seen your work on ‘Friday 
Night Lights’ and want you 
as a backup quarterback,” 
what would you do? 
I would be there ina 
heartbeat. I would do 
anything for Chicago sports, except 
maybe play for the Cubs.

Between {co-stars} Jane Lynch and 
Michael Keaton and Carol Burnett, 
they were just hysterical and they 
had a lot of freedom to impro- 
vise and stuff like that. So while 
we were filming, it’s just like 


the stuff that would come out of their mouths, 
I couldn't keep a straight face and you never had any clue 
what they were going to do. 


In the movie, you're playing a nice guy, just like on “Friday 
Night Lights.” Why do you keep getting cast like this? 
I don’t know. People like me! Luckily, this nice guy is a lit- 
tle bit different than the one that I play on the show. He’s 
a lot more extroverted and outgoing and goofy. Whereas 
Matt Saracen on “Friday Night Lights” is pretty shy and 
timid. I also got to do a movie that was at Sundance last 
year, and it’s coming out in November called “Dare,” 
where I got to play kind of the bad boy popular kid, 
which was a fun change. 


How much did that open up a villainous dark side to 
your personality? 

{Laughs.} Well, you know, it’s always been there. 
They just never let me do it. 


And now you go ona rampage of bad 
behavior day to day. 
Yeah, now I’m just a jerk, 
» really. I just treat people 
7| badly and I take everyone 
for granted. 


That’s called method 
acting. 
Yeah, totally. Anytime 
people call me a jerk I’m like, 
“No, no, I’m preparing for a role.” 


What do you expect for your final 
episodes on “Friday Night Lights”? Will they 
write you off with a football scholarship or 
will you be lost at sea? 
I think I’m going to art school, so 
I don’t think there’s a football 
scholarship in my future. They 
haven't told me anything. I 
haven't seen the script yet. I 
g really wish I knew but I hon- 
estly ... 1 know nothing. 


I’m sure it will be tough to say 
goodbye to the show. 
Yeah, I mean, it’s a bummer, 
definitely. But it’s a show where 
we've always prided on being authentic

and true to real life, and people graduate and they move 
away and the show is centered on high school football. 
Going in, we all knew that our time on the show was going 
to be limited. It was something that [creator] Pete Berg 
told us from the beginning. So it’s also good in the sense 
where none of us are going to get pigeonholed in being 
that guy from that TV show who was on it forever. 


How did your experience at Evanston Township compare to 
Matt Saracen’s high school experience? 

It was definitely different. First of all, football was totally 
different at Evanston than it is in Dillon, Texas, or the 
majority of Texas for that matter. Our games, until last 
year we never even had lights. And so all our games were 
on Saturday mornings. Usually, no one even made it to the 
games because they were still sleeping or whatever. 


When you come home, do you wear a Dillon Panthers jersey to 
make sure people know what you’ve done? 

It’s kind of funny, I have all this gear from the show, like 
Panthers shirts and sweatshirts and stuff. ... My closet’s full 
of it, and any time I go to my closet I’m like, “I can’t wear 
that, I’ll look like a complete tool.” It’s like advertising 
myself, like, “Hey, look at me, I’m on a TV show!” 
A couple times in Chicago—and this has only happened 
in Chicago—but people will be like, “Oh, you look like 

the guy. Do you get that a lot?” I'll be like, “Yeah, I get that 
sometimes.” They'll be like, “Are you?” I'll finally be like, 
“Yeah, it is me,” and then they’ll be like, “You're a [bleep- 
ing} liar!” and walk away. 


Has there been a time when you were tempted to take advan- 
tage of your fame? 

Not really. I have a couple buddies who have tried to 

play that card. ... The funniest was one of my best friends 
who’s still in Chicago, when I was in New York—this was 
before my show—I had done like one episode of “Law & 
Order: SVU,” that was all I had to my name. And he would 
use that to try and pick up girls. He’d be like, “Yeah, that 
guy was on ‘Law & Order, blah blah blah.” Which was 
always kind of funny. I’d be like, “Dude, that’s not going to 


impress anyone.” 


Especially if you played a criminal. 
Yeah, I was like a child-molesting rapist murderer. 


Uh, great pickup line. 

I don’t think he went into my character arc. He just said 
that I was on the show.

Few actors have resumes as diverse and extensive as Chicago 
native Jane Lynch’s. Just look at her latest work: 

She plays Julia Child’s sister in the film “Julie & Julia,” a 
tyrannical cheerleading coach on the new Fox TV series 
“Glee,” the snarky psychiatrist on “Two and a Half Men,” 
a wild party caterer on the cable series “Party Down” and a 
mom in the new film “Post Grad.”

She’s enjoyed bouncing through all of the projects, which 
have included improvising in Christopher Guest’s movies “For 
Your Consideration,” “A Mighty Wind” and “Best in Show.”

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Rodriguez goes from gore to giggles

Robert Rodriguez is back in a family way. 

Opening Friday, his kid-friendly comedy 
“Shorts” is the latest in a seesaw career in which 
Rodriguez veers from 
family fare such as 
the “Spy Kids” flicks 
to violent thrillers 
such as “Sin City” and 
“Once Upon a Time 
in Mexico.” 

A collection of 
“Little Rascals”- 
inspired adven- 
tures with a loosely Rodriguez 
linked plot, the PG- 
rated “Shorts” is a complete turnabout from 
Rodriguez’s previous flick, 2007's “Planet Terror,” 
his violent, gory zombie fest that featured an 
amputee with a machine gun for a leg. 

As he switches back and forth from family 
films to bloody adult action, one genre reinvig- 
orates the other for him, Rodriguez, 41, said. 

“By splitting it up, it’s that palate-cleans- 
ing, where you can almost feel like if your 
head was too close to a project, I just needed 
to turn to the other one and edit that just for 


a day,” Rodriguez said. “When I came back to 
the original movie, it’s like I’d been away for 
months, because you’ve just done a complete 
mind-switch. 

“So it gave you a fresher perspective and 
much more distance.” 

Rodriguez recalled shooting “Spy Kids 3-D: 
Game Over” while he was editing “Once Upon 
a Time in Mexico,” with both movies hitting 
theaters within a couple of months. 

Likewise, he was editing “Sin City” while 
shooting the family tale “he Adventures of 
Sharkboy and Lavagirl in 3-D,” the two overlap- 
ping to the point where he had the prostitutes 
of the former and the child heroes of the latter 
in front of the cameras the same day.

Mickey Rourke blames himself for being out of 
the spotlight for more than a decade but says 
his early interest in sports gave him a spirit that 
allowed him to pick himself up. 

The 57-year-old actor confessed to an audi- 
ence at the Sarajevo Film Festival on Thursday 
that he was out of work for almost 14 years 
because he did “not behave properly, like a pro- 
fessional; I wasn’t real responsible.”
